Supply Base for DMZ Outposts 
Still Under Heavy Red Pressure

SAIGON (AP) - 
U.S. Ma- 


rines overran a rocket-firing 
band of North Vietnamese regu- 
lars Monday and reported kill- 
ing 67 of the enemy in new fight- 
ing below the eastern end of the 
demilitarized zone. 


This brought enemy casual- 


ties around the U.S. Marine 
base at Dong Ha to more than 
900 since March 1. Twelve Ma- 
rines were killed and 24 were 
wounded in the clash Monday 
four miles north of the big Ma- 
rine supply base. 


About 150 Marines were ma- 


neuvering to attack the enemy 
position when they were flailed 
by about 40 rounds of 140mm 
rocket fire Allied artillery, heli- 
copter gunships and fighter- 
bombers hammered the enemy 
lines for an hour, and then the 
Leathernecks attacked. 


The heavy fighting ended 


quickly, as the enemy fled. The 
Marines captured three prison- 
ers. 


Dong Ha, headquarters of the 


3rd Marine Division and supply 
depot for all allied outposts 
along the eastern half of the 
DMZ, 
has been under pressure

The melancholy reminder of a distin- 


guished Washington correspondent that a 
man can be elected president of the United 
Stages with less than 25 per cent of the 
popular votes may be received with some 
incredulity by those citizens who have not 
refreshed themselves on constitutional his- 
tory lately. Mr. Richard Strout explains 
that such an undemocratic result can he 
attained, through the archaic device of the 
electoral college, if the candidate manages 
to carry 11 large states and one small one. 


The assumption of most voters when 


they enter their polling booths is that they 
are voting directly for president and vice 
president, even as they vote for governor, 
or county sheriff, or whatever. 


But they don't. They vote for presiden- 


tial electors And the electoral college 
system, for reasons that the constitutional 
fathers probably did not and undoubtedly 
could not anticipate, has a built-in bias in 
favor of the large states. The rule is that 
the winner takes all of the electoral college 
votes of the state, even if his victory 
margin is a single vote. Mr. Strout illus- 
trates with the example of New York in 
1960, when Mr Nixon won 3,446,419 votes, 
but Mr. Kennedy won a majority with 3,- 
860,085 popular votes. Under the present 
constitution, Mr. Kennedy won all of the 48 
New York electors. 


We can choose some similar examples at 


random here in Wisconsin, to illustrate the 
illogical consequences of the electoral 
college 
machinery. Wisconsin political 


competition in recent times has tightened, 
as some of the following episodes illus- 
trate. 


Excepting the Eisenhower years and the 


Johnson landslide of 1964, it is useful to 
recall that in 1940 Franklin D. Roosevelt 
carried Wisconsin by the thin margin of 
50 14 per cent of the vote, but nevertheless 
got all of the state's 12 electors. In 3944 
Thomas E. Dewey carried the state by the 
modest margin of 50.37 per cent of the 
total presidential vote, and likewise won all 
of the dozen electors to which Wisconsin 
was entitled. Four years later Mr. Truman 
won with 50.69 per 
cent 
of the total

It Won't Happen Here 


Fox Valley residents probably won't 


face a long, hot summer of racial disturb- 
ances, but a state official warns that this is 
no reason for area citizens to ignore such 
problems. Clifton Lee, administrator of the 
equal rights division, Department of Indus- 
try, Labor and Human Relations, recently 
attacked the attitude of "it won't happen 
here so why worry about it," which he says 
has led to inadequate preparations for the 
future in our communities. 


Lee reports that there doesn't seem to 


be any education in area schools on the 
customs and contributions of the Negro in 
our country. He adds that area residents 
don't seem to realize that Negro citizens 
may move here at anytime. 


There is undoubtedly much truth in 


what the rights official has to say in his 
analysis. We agree with his advice that 
education, especially of the youth, is 
necessary to break down fears and myths, 
hopefully eliminating future problems in 


same result. Lest we forget. Mr. Nixon won 
Wisconsin in 1960, but his share of the total 
vote was only 51.77 per cent. He took all of 
the Wisconsin electoral college jackpot, 
notwithstanding. 


A majority of the electoral college vote 


is 270. As Mr. Strout usefully reminds us, if 
no candidate gets at least that number of 
electors, the presidential election is thrown 
into the house of representatives, where 
each state gets one vote regardless of its 
size and where, accordingly, "a series of 
other peculiar and potentially disastrous 
steps occur." 


Many distinguished Americans have 


called for the abolition of the electoral 
college system, and the direct application 
of the popular election principle which 
many citizens probably suppose we now 
have. Among them is the American Bar 
Association, which offered a distinguished 
report last year after long and exhaustive 
study. It proposes that no president be 
elected without at least 40 per cent of the 
popular vote, so as to discourage splinter 
parties. 


Only two presidents in our history have 


won with less than 40 per cent support, J. 
Q. Adams in 1824, with a startlingly low 
30 54 per cent, and Abraham Lincoln in 
1860, with 39.79 per cent, a figure that may 
also surprise many of those who regard Mr. 
Lincoln as one of the great folk heroes of 
American politics. 


These questions are more relevant 


today than ever before in the lifetimes of 
most of us, with the prospect of the 
Wallace third party before us and a good 
chance that the margin of victory of the 
major party candidate, whoever he is, will 
be a slight one If it falls short of the 270 
electoral college figure now demanded, and 
Mr. Wallace succeeds in pushing 
the 


election into the House, many Americans 
may recall the solemn admonition of the 
ABA that "the electoral college method of 
electing a president of the United States is 
archaic, undemocratic, complex, ambigu- 
ous, indirect, and dangerous" Strong 
words, these, but true, and unfortunately 
true about a nation that stands before the 
world as a bastion of the democratic idea. 


such matters We trust that the adults of 
the Fox Valley also will have the open 
minds, which Lee feels our young people 
still possess, to investigate the questions 
which arise in this area. 


The Fox Valley Human Rights Council 


has done work in human relations here 
already But more needs to be done. "It 
would seem logical that in order to prevent 
trouble the communities without a Negro 
•population would see to it that such things 
as open housing ordinances and proper 
education of their youth are immediately 
instigated," Lee has urged. 


It is noteworthy that the state official 


sees the fact that the Fox Valley presently 
has no Negro residents as a situation which 
can be turned into an asset. Our record 
regarding racial cooperation and human 
rights still is clean We are being presented 
with a challenge, a challenge accompanied 
by the tragedies of Detroit and Milwaukee 
last summer as grim reminders of what 
could happen here.

derstand others. 


Perhaps as much as 90 per 


rent of what we call "lack of 
physical energy" is really lack 
ot "psychological energy" — 
in that no physical, organic 
cause can be found for lack of 
energy in most cases. 


While envy is always direct- 


ed at the object — that is, the 
other man's job, wealth, wife, 
or looks — jealousy is always 


directed at the subject, and is 
an expression of a sense of 
inferiority and inadequacy; 
thus, also envy is more wide- 
spread, more crimes of pas- 
sion are committed out of 
jealousy, because it is a crip- 
pling blow to one's ego-ideal. 


Most of us think of "free- 


dom" as the freedom to do 
something — but n e a r l y 
everyone possesses such free- 
dom, a much rarer and hard- 
er "freedom" in the emotional 
area is the freedom to cease 
when satiated, as the alcoholic 
cannot cease drinking, the 
libertine cannot cease chasing, 
the acquisitor cannot cease 
amassing, the punisher cannot 
cease chastising, but go to 
then- deaths enslaved by the 
insatiable. 


There are, in isolation^ vir- 


tually no "normal" or ''neu- 
rotic" impulses, feelings or 
acts, there are only impulses, 
feelings and acts that are 
inappropriate in a given con- 
text or situation — and we are 
stil! far from agreeing on what 
is "appropriate" in many 
cases (It is well to remember 
that "normal" makes a better 
adiective than a noun.) 


Whether children think well 


of themselves — perhaps the 
most important ingredient for 
later success — has little to do 
with looks, size, social position 
or income level, and almost 
wholly upon early concern and 
communication 
and respect 


from the parents.
